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Question Arises 
Of Who Bosses

The tie that binds Lincoln General Hospital to Lincoln's 


city government is showing some strain. And some people 
would not mind seeing the tie cut, making Lincoln General a 
private hospital. 


In their opinion, the grounds for such a "divorce" were 


augmented recently when Mayor Helen Boosalis and the City 
Council refused to appoint a doctor to the hospital's board of 
trustees. At present, no doctor sits on the board. 


The hospital board's nominating committee had asked the 


mayor to appoint a doctor. 


That request and the mayor's refusal is the micro issue 


that represents the macro situation ... the larger question of 
who is "boss." 


• Independence Nearly Total 


Board chairman James LeRossignol. supported by board 


attorney Norman Krivosba and most board members, notes 
that the board is administrative and has an ordinance-directed, 
nearly total independence from city government. 


Exceptions to that autonomy, LeRossignol points out. are 


that the mayor appoints board members, and city government 
has purse-string control because the council approves or disap- 
proves the board's budget requests and rate adjustments. 


Mayor Boosalis prefers to emphasize what she calls the 


"semi-autonomous" nature of the board. 


The legal tie between Lincoln General and city govern- 


ment dates back to the early 1920s and the initial fund-raising 
efforts of a private hospital organization called the Lincoln 
Hospital Association. 


The association was collecting money to build a hospital 


for the city, and it entered into an agreement with the city for 
the joint financing of the construction of what became Lincoln - 
General Hospital. Title to the hospital was subsequently 
transferred to the city. 


In 1965, $3.6 million in revenue bonds were issued in the 


name of the city for the construction of a new hospital. But 
those bonds are repayable out of hospital, not city, revenues. 


Budget Technically City's 


Technically, the hospital's current $10 million budget is 


part of the city's budget. However, at present, the hospital is 
unsubsidized since it earns that entire amount. 


The exact nature of city government's control over the 


board was demonstrated several months ago when Mayor 
Boosalis appointed "consumer representative" Mrs. Janet 
Coleman to the board instead of Dr. Dwight Cherry, who was 
the board nominating committee's choice. 


Mayor Boosalis, in an interview with The Star, refused to 


detail her reasons for not appointing Cherry, except to say that 
the board should be representative of the community. 


At present, the 11-member board is heavily weighted 


towards representation by the business and legal community. 
Ten members are bankers, investment experts, marketing peo- 
ple, lawyers and businessmen. 


LeRossignoJ, who is advertising director for the Journal- 


Star Printing Co., says the complexities involved in the 
multimillion-dollar hospital operation require such 
professional expertise. 


In addition, "we obviously deal with medicine and 


therefore must have a doctor on the board to help us with 
those kinds of issues." 


City Council member Bob Sikyta — who is one of two 


council representatives on the hospital board — said the board 
"should have a little more power at least to have their 
recommendations (for board appointments) listened to." 


The board "is more than an advisory" body, Sikyta said. 


"I don't think people (both citizens and some City Hall of- 
ficials) understand that." 


There's A Communications Problem 


City Council member Sue Bailey admitted that there is a 


communications problem between the hospital and the dry 
because an administrative board, like that at Lincoln General, 
tends to "go off alone with its single interest," failing to res- 
pond to other governmental interests. 


"An administrative board is quite capable . . . of 


producing a very efficient, effective service," Mrs. Bailey said. 
But it may not always serve the citizens in the best way possi- 
ble because it has its own interests to took oat for. 


Speaking of administrative boards generally. Mrs. Bailey 


said she would prefer to see government-related entities 
organized into departments or divisions directly responsible to 
the mayor. 


John Robinson, who is. like Sikyta. a City Council 


representative on the Lincoln General board, said he would 
like to see Lincoln General become more of a governmental in- 
stitution. He feels that "generally speaking, people would like 
to see" that happen. 


Such a change, he said, would hopefully make the 


hospital's services more accessible to a greater number of peo- 
ple through cost containment 


Services, Costs Comparable 


Lincoln General's services and costs are presently com- 


parable to those of privately owned hospitals in the city. 


On the other hand, there are those, like Sikyta who would 


not object to the idea of Lincoln General becoming a totally 
private institution, and perhaps leasing or baying the hospital 
facility and land from the city. 


Sikyta and LeRossignol see a more efficient responsive 


and competitive hospital if the board were free of politics and 
municipal government

$50 Million 
Bank Heist 
In Lebanon 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — Gunmen roaming the 


battle-ravaged urban jungle of Beirut's financial 
district have pulled off three of the biggest bank 
robberies of all time, escaping with at least 150 
million, according to officials. 


In the first of the three robberies, bandits blasted 


open the vault of the British Bank of the Middle 
East and rifled the safe deposit boxes, where 
sources say jewelry dealers and wealthy Lebanese 
stored large amounts of gold, jewels and cash. 


That robbery occurred in January, before a 


Syrian-mediated truce between warring Christian 
and Moslem militias took effect and lasted about 
six "weeks, the sources said. 


Safe deposit vaults were reported cleaned out at 


two more major banks — the Banco di Roma and 
Bank Misr-Liban — amid renewed fighting last 
week. 


"The identity of the malefactors is known to all," 


claimed Raymond Edde, a prominent Christian 
presidential candidate and lawyer for the Banco di 
Roma. He did not elaborate, but his comment was 
taken to support the near-unanimous belief that the 
robbers are radical Palestinian guerrillas. 


Lucien Dahdah, a former finance minister and 


chairman of the holding company of Almashrek, 
one of Beirut's largest banks, said $50 million was 
stolen from the British bank's vault, but another 
source said the bank reported to its head that an 
absolute minimum of $20 million in valuables had 
been stolen. 


"Only the owners knew what was in the (safe 


deposit) boxes. It could be $50 million or it could be 
$100 million or more," said Gabriel Badaro, vice 
president of Beirut's Chamber of Commerce. 


Other bankers here agreed that $50 million was a 


very conservative estimate for the total stolen from 
all three banks. 


One bank source said he had been told one box in 


the British bank contained $8 million in cash and 
jewels, and another box, mangled but overlooked 
by the robbers, still held $400,000 in 
Lebanese pounds when found bv bank officials. 


The $20 million figure, if accurate, would make 


the British Bank robbery the largest in history. The 
Guinness Book of World Records says the theft of 
the German National Bank's reserves, $10.3 million 
in gold and cash, at the end of World War n is the 
greatest robbery on record. 


Sources said robberies at the Banco di Roma and 


Bank Misr-Lebanon last week were more 
professional than the heist at the British Bank, 
where the bandits used crowbars on safe deposit 
boxes after blowing the vault open. 


Robbers managed to open the Banco di Roma's 


two-foot-thick, 10-ton vault door with no sign of 
heavy blasting. "Either it is the same gang and they 
are getting better or other groups with more exper- 
tise are joining in,' said a Lebanese bank official. 


Ten other small bank brandies have been looted 


and damaged, including a branch of Almashrek, 
which is 30 per cent owned by the Morgan Guaran- 
ty Trust Co. of New York, and French. Canadian 
and Arab-owned institutions. 


Gunmen reportedly tried to enter a branch of the 


Jordanian-owned Arab Bank in the Hamra shop- 
ping district but were driven off by guards in a gun- 
fight that left two dead. Ai»d an Ataashrek branch 
in the Hamra was dosed for two days this week 
after gunmen were seen in the area. 


Both banks have large safe deposit vaults. 
Badaro said bank deposits have not been affected 


by the wave of robberies He said banks keep their 
cash on deposit with Lebanon's central bank and 
draw only what they will need on a dairy basis.

endless," said Ibrahim Koleilat, leader of 
Jumblatt's largest leftist militia, the Am- 
bushers.

situation on the basis of a victor and a 
vanquished." 


Parliament amended the constitution Satur- 


day to allow immediate election of a new 
president. But Franjieh, a stubborn Maronite 
Christian, has yet to sign the amendment as 
required by law and has given no public in- 
dication whether he will actually step down 
even if Parliament elects a replacement. 


Reliable reports say the Syrian soldiers — 


some disguised as Palestinian guerrillas from 
the Syrian-backed Saiqa group — are helping 
to set up an arms blockade against leftist 
Lebanese Moslems, their Palestinian allies 
and Christian private armies.

"But the Syrian army 
did. at a time when we are nearing a solution 
and our Syrian brothers are supposed to help 
us rather than escalate trouble."

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Rallies Against Teng 
Spread To Provinces 


TOKYO (AP) - China's army vowed to "deal 


resolute blows" to supporters of ousted Vice 
Premier Teng Hsiao-ping, as mass rallies con- 
demning him spread to five Chinese provinces, 
Peking broadcasts said Sunday. 


"From offices to barracks, from sea islands to 


frontier outposts, a revolutionary atmosphere of 
unity in struggle now prevails in these People's 
Revolutionary Army units stationed across the 
country," the official Hsinhua news agency said. 


The agency added that mass rallies against 


Teng were held in Shansi, Honan, Shensi, Yunnan 
and Shantung provinces in the past few days, 
attended by workers, soldiers, women and 
peasants. As many as 300,000 attended some 
rallies, the agency said. 


The broadcast quoted Liu Hsing-yuan, com- 


mander of Chengtu units, as saying the struggle 
would go on to a greater depth, meaning there 
still were backers of Teng's policies to be won 
over or purged. 


The reference to victory meant Chairman Mao 


Tse-tung's removal of Teng from all Communist 
party and government posts and his elevation of 
Hua Kuo-feng to full premier and party first vice 
chairman last Wednesday. 


Radio Peking reported late Saturday that pro- 


Teng demonstrators killed one person in 
Chengchow in Honan province during last week's 
protests preceding the purge of Teng. 


It was also reported Saturday, by Hsinhua, that 


President Ford had written Hua congratulating 


him on his appointment as premier and advising 
him that the United States is determined to com- 
plete normalization of U.S.-Chinese relations. 
Ford said Thomas S. Gates, the newly-appointed 
American envoy to the U.S. Liaison Office in 
Peking, will be going there in May. 


Teng has been accused of ignoring Mao's 


ideological struggle against bourgeois influences 
and concentrating on economic advances, even if 
this meant using experts who were not 
ideologically pure. 


The official press said these policies would have 


meant the restoration of capitalism and exploita- 
tion of the workers and peasants in China. 


Hsinhua said Wang Pi-cheng, commander of 


Kunming military units, declared that the army 
"will never tolerate sabotage and disruption by a 
handful of counterrevolutionaries ... 


"We will obey orders from Chairman Mao and 


the Party Central Committee in all our actions, 
resolutely smash the class enemy's sabotage and 
carry through to the end the struggle to beat back 
the rightist-deviationist attempt." 


"Rightist deviationist" is the label for Teng's 


policies. 


Hsinhua said Chengtu's Uu added, "The un- 


repentant capitalist reader Teng Hsiao-ping is the 
general representative of the bourgeoisie. 


"He has refused to accept the criticism and 


help of Chairman Mao, the Party Central Com- 
mittee and the people of the whole country, 
obstinately clung to his bourgeois stand and set 
himself up against the revolutionary people."

welfare expenditures soared by 21.4% last year, 
partly because of the growing ranks of jobless 
fathers, the government said Sunday, 
x 


A record $24.8 billion was paid out in 1975 for 


Aid to Families with Dependent Children 
(AFDC). Medicaid for the poor and relief 
programs run by state and local governments. 


The Department of Health, Education and 


Welfare issued a news release focusing on family 
welfare statistics for last December which rose 
over the previous month but at a slower rate than 
the same month a year earlier. 


The department had the annual figures 


available but did not issue them as it had in past 
years because of the political sensitivity of the 
welfare issue in an election year, informed 
sources said. 


The department issued the figures for all of 


1975 at a reporter's request. It did not make the 
information generally available as it has in past 
years in April because of the political sensitivity 
of the welfare issue in an election year, informed 
sources said. 


In response to a query, HEW said a cumulative 


total of 266,000 families were added to AFDC 
rolls in 1975, an 8.3% increase to nearly 3.5 
million families. 


The number of indidividual AFDC recipients 


increased by 479,000, a 4.4% increase to 
more than 11.3 million persons, indicating that 
. the average welfare family of today has fewer 
•members. 


The biggest jump was the 33.6% increase 


in the number of welfare families headed by un- 


employed fathers, a program now in operation in 
28 states. 


About 30,000 unemployed-father families 


joined AFDC rolls in 1975, HEW said, for a new 
total of 120,000 families with 527,000 recipients. 


Families headed by mothers still formed the 


bulk of the AFDC rolls, however. The govern- 
ment said there was a cumulative increase in that 
category of 236,000 families with 381,000 new 
welfare beneficiaries, most of them children. 


General assistance programs, run by state and 


local governments without federal matching 
funds, added 145,000 families last year. That was 
a 27.8% increase to 667,000 families, with 965,000 
recipients. 


The HEW figures showed that the nation's total 


public assistance outlays rose from $17.7 billion in 
1973 to $20.4 billion in 1974 and $24.8 billion in 
1975. 


The largest increases in the spending figures 


were 34.8% to $43.9 million for payments to 
families headed by jobless fathers, a 34% increase 
to $1.5 billion in general assistance, and a 23.7% 
increase to $13.9 billion in Medicaid health care 
for the poor. 


The unemployment rate last year averaged 


8.5%, compared with 5.6% in 1974. 


AFDC cash payments exceeded $9.2 billion last 


year, up 16.3%. Monthly payments averaged 
$220.22 per family and $67.75 per recipient, up 
from $204.97 and $60.82 respectively in 1974. 


The state and local general assistance programs 


paid an average of $141.96 per family and $98.14 
per recipient last year. 


Attack On Clear-Cutting Has Repercussions In Woods, Congress 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A legal assault by en- 


vironmentalists against clear-cutting is causing 
cutbacks in timber production and forcing 
Congress to consider writing new laws on 
managing the national forests. 


Clear-cutting, the harvesting of all trees in an 


area, is under court-ordered bans in the national 
forests of five states. 


The Sierra Club and other environmental 


groups that brought the suits say clear-cutting 
scars the landscape. Logging interests say 
nationwide restriction on clear-cutting would 
cause increases in the price of homes and 
anything else in which lumber is used. 


As the logging industry and environmental 


groups tug from opposite sides, Congress is trying 
to write new criteria for managing the national 
forests. About 407 of the nation's lumber comes 
from the national forests. 


Hearings were held last month by a House 


Agriculture subcommittee and jointly by Senate 
Agriculture and Interior subcommittees on a 


variety of bills dealing with clear-cutting. 


None of the committees has voted yet on any of 


the bills, but there is widespread agreement in 
both houses that new legislation is needed 
because of the court cases. 


There are three basic approaches embodied in 


the welter of bills: 


—Spelling out forest management standards, 


including strict limits on when clear-cutting can 
be practiced. Sen. Jennings Randolph, D-W.Va., 
and Rep. George E. Brown Jr., D-Calif., have in- 
troduced such bills. 


—Permitting the National Forest Service to use 


clear-cutting when it believes it is consistent with 
professional forest management techniques. 
Sens. Hubert H. Humphrey, D-Minn., and Bob 
Packwood, R-Ore., and Reps. Robert Duncan, D- 
Ore., and Harold T. Johnson and B.F. Sisk, both 
D-Calif., are sponsoring bills to do this. 


—Establishing a moratorium on enforcement 


of the court decisions while Congress considers a 
more permanent policy. Sens. Mike Gravel, D- 


Alaska, and Ted Stevens, R-Alaska, and Rep. Roy 
A. Taylor, D-N.C., have written such bills. 


Environmentalists are supporting the 


Randolph-Brown approach, while the industry is 
pressing for the Humphrey-Packwood bill. 


The legislative flurry comes in an area left un- 


touched since the 1897 law that established the 
U.S. Forest Service. 


A U.S. District Court in Alaska and the Fourth 


U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals, in a case affecting 
four eastern states, have ruled that the 1897 law 
requires that trees must be physiologically 
mature before they can be cut. Trees then must 
be individually marked for cutting, according to 
the rulings. 


The industry says such a procedure makes it too 


costly to obtain timber. 


The appeals court, ruling last August, said, 


"The appropriate forum to resolve this complex 
and controversial issue is not the courts but that 
of Congress." 


The district court judge in Alaska conceded

Packwood said the rulings forbid the Forest 


Service "from using a scientifically accepted 
forestry method which has been developed over a 
long period of time and which is necessary to 
manage and perpetuate forest stands." 


Brown, whose bill would limit clear-cutting to 


25-acre areas and place other restrictions on the 
practice, has a different view. "Ample evidence 
has been submitted over the last five years regar- 
ding the dangerous soil erosion created by large 
clear-cuts on fragile slopes or temperamental soil 
conditions," he said.

An invasion of the mountain 
pine beetle is killing a billion 
board feet of timber in 
Northeastern Oregon.

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Rallies Against Teng 
Spread To Provinces 


TOKYO (AP) — China's army vowed to “deal 
resolute blows" to supporters of ousted Vice 
Premier Teng Hsiao-ping, as mass rallies con­ 
demning him spread to five Chinese provinces, 
Peking broadcasts said Sunday. 
“ From offices to barracks, from sea islands to 
frontier outposts, a revolutionary atmosphere of 
unity in struggle now prevails in these People s 
Revolutionary Army units stationed across the 
country," the official Hsmhua news agency said. 
The agency added that mass rallies against 
Teng were held in Shansi, Honan, Shensi, Yunnan 
and Shantung provinces in the past few days, 
attended by workers, soldiers, women and 
peasants. As many as 300,000 attended some 
rallies, the agency said. 
The broadcast quoted Liu Hsing-yuan, com­ 
mander of Chengtu units, as saying the struggle 
would go on to a greater depth, meaning there 
still were backers of Teng’s policies to be won 
over or purged 
The reference to victory meant Chairman Mao 
Tse-tung’s removal of Teng from all Communist 
party and government posts and his elevation of 
Hua Kuofeng to full premier and party first vice 
chairman last Wednesday. 
Radio Peking reported late Saturday that pro- 
Teng demonstrators killed one person in 
Chengchow in Honan province during last week s 
protests preceding the purge of Teng. 


It was also reported Saturday, by Hsinhua. that 
President Ford had written Hua congratulating 


him on his appointment as premier and advising 
him that the United States is determined to com­ 
plete normalization of U.S.-Chinese relations 
Ford said Thomas S. Gates, the newly-appointed 
American envoy to the U.S. Liaison Office in 
Peking, will be going there in May. 
Teng has been accused of ignoring Mao’s 
ideological struggle against bourgeois influences 
and concentrating on economic advances, even if 
this meant using experts who were not 
ideologically pure. 
The official press said these policies would have 
meant the restoration of capitalism and exploita­ 
tion of the workers and peasants in China. 
Hsinhua said Wang Pi-cheng, commander of 
Kunming military units, declared that the army 
"will never tolerate sabotage and disruption by a 
handful of counterrevolutionaries ... 
"We will obey orders from Chairman Mao and 
the Party Central Committee in all our actions, 
resolutely smash the class enemy's sabotage and 
carry through to the end the struggle to beat back 
the rightist-deviationist attempt.” 
"Rightist deviationist” is the label for Teng’s 
policies. 
Hsinhua said Ctaengtu’s Liu added, “ The un­ 
repentant capitalist roader Teng Hsiao-ping is the 
general representative of the bourgeoisie. 
"He has refused to accept the criticism and 
help of Chairman Mao, the Party Central Com­ 
mittee and the people of the whole country, 
obstinately clung to his bourgeois stand and set 
himself up against the revolutionary people.”

Washington (AP) — The nation’s family 
welfare expenditures soared by 21.4% last year, 
partly because of the growing ranks of jobless 
fathers, the government said Sunday.' 
A record $24,8 billion was paid out in 1975 for 
Aid to Families with Dependent Children 
(AFDC), Medicaid for the poor and relief 
programs run by state and local governments. 


The Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare issued a news release focusing on family 
welfare statistics for last December which rose 
over the previous month but at a slower rate than 
the same month a year earlier. 
The department had the annual figures 
available but did not issue them as it had in past 
years because of the political sensitivity of the 
welfare issue in an election year, informed 
sources said. 
The department issued the figures for all of 
1975 at a reporter’s request. It did not make the 
information generally available as it has in past 
years in April because of the political sensitivity 
of the welfare issue in an election year, informed 
sources said. 


In response to a query, HEW said a cumulative 
total of 266,000 families were added to AFDC 
rolls in 1975, an 8.3% increase to nearly 3.5 
million families. 
The number of indidividual AFDC recipients 
increased bv 479,000, a 4.4% increase to 
more than 11.3 million persons, indicating that 
the average welfare family of today has fewer 
members. 
The biggest jump was the 33.6% increase 
in the number of welfare families headed by un­ 


employed fathers, a program now in operation in 
28 states. 
About 30,000 unemployed-father families 
joined AFDC rolls in 1975, HEW said, for a new 
total of 120,000 families with 527,000 recipients. 


Families headed by mothers still formed the 
bulk of the AFDC rolls, however, The govern­ 
ment said there was a cumulative increase in that 
category of 236,000 families with 381,000 new 
welfare beneficiaries, most of them children. 
General assistance programs, run by state and 
local governments without federal matching 
funds, added 145,000 families last year. That was 
a 27.8% increase to 667,000 families, with 965,000 
recipients. 


The HEW figures showed that the nation’s total 
public assistance outlays rose from $17.7 billion in 
1973 to $20.4 billion in 1974 and $24.8 billion in 
1975. 
The largest increases in the spending figures 
were 34.8% to $43,9 million for payments to 
families headed by jobless fathers, a 34% increase 
to $1.5 billion in general assistance, and a 23.7% 
increase to $13.9 billion in Medicaid health care 
for the poor. 
The unemployment rate last year avefaged 
8.5%, compared with 5.6% in 1974. 
AFDC cash payments exceeded $9.2 billion last 
year, up 16.3%. Monthly payments averaged 
$220.22 per family and $67 75 per recipient, up 
from $204 97 and $60,82 respectively in 1974. 


The state and local general assistance programs 
paid an average of $141.96 per family and $98.14 
per recipient last year. 
Attack On Clear-Cutting Has Repercussions In Woods, Congress 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A legal assault by en­ 
vironmentalists against clear-cutting is causing 
cutbacks in timber production and forcing 
Congress to consider writing new laws on 
managing the national forests. 
Clear-cutting, the harvesting of all trees in an 
area, is under court-ordered bans in the national 
forests of five states. 
The Sierra Club and other environmental 
groups that brought the suits say clear-cutting 
scars the landscape. Logging interests say 
nationwide restriction on clear-cutting would 
cause increases in the price of homes and 
anything else in which lumber is used 
As the logging industry and environmental 
groups tug from opposite sides. Congress is trying 
to write new criteria for managing the national 
forests About 40% of the nation's lumber comes 
from the national forests. 
Hearings were held last month by a House 
Agriculture subcommittee and jointly by Senate 
Agriculture and Interior subcommittees on a 


variety of bills dealing with clear-cutting 
None of the committees has voted yet on any of 
the bills, but there is widespread agreement in 
both houses that new legislation is needed 
because of the court cases. 
There are three basic approaches embodied in 
the welter of bills: 
—Spelling out forest management standards, 
including strict limits on when clear-cutting can 
be practiced Sen Jennings Randolph, D-W.Va., 
and Rep George E. Brown Jr., D-Calif,, have in­ 
troduced such bills, 
—Permitting the National Forest Service to use 
clear-cutting when it believes it is consistent with 
professional forest management techniques. 
Sens. Hubert H. Humphrey, D-Minn., and Bob 
Packwood, R-Ore., and Reps Robert Duncan, D- 
Ore., and Harold T. Johnson and B.F. Sisk, both 
D-Calif., are sponsoring bills to do this. 
—Establishing a moratorium on enforcement 
of the court decisions while Congress considers a 
more permanent policy. Sens. Mike Gravel, D- 


Alaska, and Ted Stevens, R-Alaska, and Rep. Roy 
A. Taylor, D-N.C., have written such bills. 
Environmentalists are supporting the 
Randolph-Brown approach, while the industry is 
pressing for the Humphrey-Packwood bill. 
The legislative flurry comes in an area left un­ 
touched since the 1897 law that established the 
U.S. Forest Service. 
A U.S. District Court in Alaska and the Fourth 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals, in a case affecting 
four eastern states, have ruled that the 1897 law 
requires that trees must be physiologically 
mature before they can be cut. Trees then must 
be individually marked for cutting, according to 
the rulings. 
The industry says such a procedure makes it too 
costly to obtain timber. 
The appeals court, ruling last August, said, 
“The appropriate forum to resolve this complex 
and controversial issue is not the courts but that 
of Congress. ” 
The district court judge in Alaska conceded 


that the 79-year-old law as an anachronism in 
view of modem forestry techniques but said it 
was up to Congress to change the law. 
The appeals court decision has drastically 
reduced timber sales in Virginia, West Virginia, 
North Carolina and South Carolina. 
The Forest Service said it has cut back its 
timber sales to 10% of what had been planned 
from the national forests in the four states. 
Alter the Alaska ruling, the Forest Service was 
asked to cancel the largest timber contract it ever 
let on public forest land. 
The request for "mutual cancellation” came 
from Champion International Inc., which had a 
50-year contract to harvest 8.75 billion board feet 
of Alaska timber.

The latest Harris Survey spells 
out why the anti-abortion move­ 
ment has less political bite than 
it seems. It found that 46% of 
those who oppose the Supreme

support if he took a pro-abortion 
stand. This means that 18% of 
the electorate could be swung by 
the anti-abortion movement. 
The Harris Survey also asked 
the 54% majority who favor the 
court's decision allowing abor­ 
tions how they would feel if a 
candidate with whom they 
agreed on basic' issues took an 
anti-abortion stand. Only 26% of 
this group said they would either 


certainly or probably vote 
against him. This change among 
the pro-abortion group involves 
15% of the electorate. 
When the swings of the anti­ 
abortion and pro-abortion votes 
are weighed against each other, 
the result is a net advantage of 
only 3% for the anti-abortion 
forces. 
Statistically speaking, this is 
not a significant figure and it 
means that the political dangers 
of taking a forthright pro­

Mail Must Go Through — Slowly 


In a traditional session-end speech to 


the Legislature last Friday. Gov. Jim Exon 
drew an interesting picture of the growth 
of state ^pendlng during the past decade. 


In fivcai l%7-68. the governor noted. 


the state general fund budget reached 
S107.4 million, the first time in 100 years 
that the budget climbed above one hundred 
million dollar? 
Exon continued: "Our 


budget for 1976-77, only nine years later, is 
S450 million. The budget has grown in nine 
year? over four times the size it did in the 
first 100 y e a r s . . . the general fund 
operating budget of the university alone 
next year will exceed what was required 
for all of state government only nine years 
ago 'fiscal 1966^67> . . . the average annual 
increase in the state budget over the last 
nine year period is approximately seven- 
teen and one-quarter percent, which was 
also the amount of increase I proposed to 
you for next year and which you exceeded 
this past week . . . if we continue at this 
rate the state general fund budget would 
reach SI billion by the end of the term of 
the next governor. . . well before the end 
of the century, in 1996. the budget would 
reach SiO billion." 


Exon told lawmakers he wanted them 


to consider these questions: "Will ever- 
increasing taxes become customary to fund 
ever-greater spending increases?' Should 
we not give at least as much attention to 


. holding the line 'or cutting taxesi as we 


ave to devising new ways to spend more 
money0" 


Admittedly, put the governor's way. 


the projected increase in the state general 
fund budget from about S100 million to $10 
billion in the time period he used is a real 
shocker. But such statistical examples are 
meant to shock. They really don't mean 
that much else. 


Statistics should not rule the decision- 


making process. We have always objected 


to the approach in which budgetmakers 
determine a politically acceptable 
maximum figure first and then work back 
from it to meet whatever needs can be met 
within that figure. Where the people get 
short-changed, whether they realize it or 
not. 
is in the determining of what is 


politically acceptable. 


Despite the superficially alarming 


percentage increases. .Nebraskans can't ac- 
cuse their elected officials of being wild 
spenders. The tension between the 
legislative and executive branches and the 
recognition by the governor and lawmakers 
of the basically conservative nature of their 
constituents has kept state government 
here operating at a modest level. We are 
not overserved and overtaxed. Since the 
time the dual tax system was implemented, 
the state sales tax has crept up a half point 
and the state income tax has bounced 
around — due in the main to shenanigans 
by the State Board of Equalization — 
between 10" and 15'": it was at 15^ at 
one point in Exon's first term and has 
returned to that level. The tax rate in- 
creases have not been on a radically sharp 
upward curve. 


Nebraskans apparently want to build a 


better university system, for example, or 
provide for property tax relief and exemp- 
tions for several classes of citizens and they 
want a decent level of services. In our opi- 
nion the governor and the Legislature in re- 
cent years have done a reasonable job of 
meeting those desires without running 
away with their spending authority. 


The question that should be pondered 


does not really relate to a specific dollar 
amount budget increase or a 15"c or 10^ or 
12" income tax rate. The question is 
whether or not the quality of the services 
provided is worth the tax sacrifice. That is 
what the Legislature and the governor 
should be concerned with. 


Trapped By Time 


Under the present restrictions, we see 


little hope that the Legislature will ever 
solve the problem of failing to get its work 
done. 


As the session ended last week. Lin- 


coln Sen. Roland Luedtke said he would 
run for speaker next year, and as did 
retiring Speaker Jules Burbach. would use 
a daily agenda to keep the Unicameral 
moving. But he said he would like to see 
the agenda used "even more effectively. 
There is no reason to have 150 bills left on 
general file" at the end of a session. 


Likewise, Lincoln Sen. Shirley Marsh 


claimed too much time was wasted at the 
beginning of each session. Senators should 
be quicker to get down to business, she 
said. 


Discipline is a big problem for the 


Legislature, but in trying to keep to a 
schedule, it can't forget it is a deliberative 
body, a sounding board, a debating society. 


Legislative bodies were not meant to 


be well-oiled machines functioning with 
one mind and one goal: to get to the end as 
quickly as possible. The diversity of the 
electorate and the number and complexity 
of issues demanding attention do not allow 
for a doubletime march through the agen- 
da. Only Soviet parliaments can get away 
with finishing on time. 


Nebraska lawmakers might do a better 


job of tending to business. But they are just 
as much trapped by the time limit on 
sessions as they are by lack of discipline. 


The answer is not in refusing to in- 


troduce bills (that might look good for a 
senator once in awhile, but as a general 
rule it is an abdication of responsibility; or 
cutting back on debate too far or hurrying 
through the agenda just for the sake of 
hurrying. The answer is in seeking public 
approval of knocking down the time limits 
on sessions.

After 40 days of circling the issues, the 1976 


Legislature did its job in the last 20 days. 


When it went home Friday, most of its 


major work had been completed. 


More could have been accomplished if the 


first two-thirds of the session had not 
wandered so aimlessly and so repetitively 
among penphera] issues. leaving all that really 
mattered for another day. 


But legislatures are probably not meant to 


be efficient operations which make the best use 
of their time. They are. in Nebraska, a gathering 
of 49 independent people with their own 
priorities and their own wishes. 


Power is amazingly diffused in the Don- 


partisan Nebraska unicameral system. Witt few 
exceptions, eacta senator shares roughly one- 
forty ninth of the power. That kind of bod}- is 
not easily controlled — so if it chooses to 
wander, it will wander. 


With time running out. senators finally dug 


into the pile of unfinished business, completed 
their appropriations duties 'including a review 
• if gubernatorial vetoes and enacted or tolled 
most of their priority bills.

WASHINGTON - Recently I 


received a letter that had been 
mailed to me from California a 
year ago. Another, and impor- 
tant, letter I had sent to an 
associate reached him three 
months later.

The post office 
wont deliver it to my door 
because — as it tells me — I live 
on the sixth floor and it is against 
the rules to take a letter beyond 
the fifth floor, though there is an 
elevator in my building. 


The postman leaves me a 


notice instead. 


When I appear at the 


registered letter window, my 
letter usually cannot be found 
and I must return the following 
day. Afer a wait that can last up

Meanwhile, back on Capitol 


Hill, the postal unions are 
weeping copious tears about tbe 
plight of their members. (Tbe 
postal unions have one of the 
most powerful lobbies in 
Washington, and usually what 
they want, they get.) 


I pick up a copy of Time 


magazine, and the publisher. An- 
drew HeiskelL is complaining 
because tbe U.S. Postal Service 
is raising second-class mailing 
rates for magazines and 
newspapers, thereby con- 
travening the expressed inten- 
tions of the Founding Fathers to 
make the printed word available 
to the citizenry at non- 
prohibitive prices. 


Someone more cynical than 


myself might point out that 
Time has never been the bearer 
of bad news about government 
employe unions which more sub- 
tly dig into my pocket and yours. 
But Heiskell makes some very 
good points. He cites facts and 
figures which should make us 
view with alarm, however com- 
placent Congress may be. 


For example, tbe basic wage 


of postal workers is $13,400 a 
war. As against mis, the average 
national police salary is $11,890. 
Tbe national average salary for 
teachers is $11,800 and for assis- 
tant professors in four-year 
colleges $11,600. 


A policeman risks his life 


every day to protect us — and a 
teacher spends years getting the 
necessary education to teach 
Johnny what Johnny is taught 
today. In some post offices, it is 
no longer required that a mail 
handler be able to read. 


There are. let me hasten to 


add, many postal workers who 
work hard and efficiently to 
make the wheels turn. But there 
are also others who have the 
conviction that they have 
fulfilled their duties by being 
physically present and 
breathing. 


From time to time groups of 


citizens decide that they can get 
the mail delivered cheaper and 
more efficiently. But the mo- 
ment thej' begin to set up their 
own private mail service, the 
USPS and the Justice Depart- 
ment descend on them feet first 
— and they learn the hard way 
that it is illegal to deliver your 
own mail. 


Tbe post office, yon see, is a 


government monopoly which 
considers the private delivery of 
mail a kind of hijacking. 


In many countries, telephone 


service is a government monopo- 
ly — and there are some here 
who would like to put the Bell 
System out of business and turn 
the whole thing over to the 
Washington bureaucrats. If you 
have ever made phone calls in 
Paris or Moscow, you will 
realize what this would mean. 
(In Moscow, telephone direc- 
tories are classified documents, 
and if you don't have someone's 
phone number, just forget it.) 
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If the postal service were to be 


turned over to a private com- 
pany which could lose its 
franchise if it didn't deliver, the 
mails would be handled ef- 
ficiently. Not only that, but the 
federal government — instead of 
being compelled to pour billions 
of dollars into the Postal Service 
to keep it from collapsing — 
would pick up a few dollars in 
taxes, a pleasant experience at a 
time when the budget deficit is 
pushing $70 billion. 


No one, of course, expects the 


federal government to be hit by 
a thunderclap of sanity at this 
time. But certainly the salaries 
being paid to postal workers 
should stir up some concern in 
the citizenry — particularly 
when, not satisfied with a base 
pay of $13,400, they are de- 
manding a new pay increase 
which will inevitably force up 
postage rates again. 


Bob Hope said of the last rate 


increase that 10 cents would go 
for postage and three cents for 
storage. He had a point, bat no 
one laughed.

Lessening Regard For Human Life 


WASHINGTON - The State of New 


Jersey has now decided to let Karen Ann 
Quinlan's parents terminate her life sup- 
port if doctors agree. Public support for 
the death penalty is growing. New 
Yorkers are Docking to see "Snuff." a 
movie purporting to show the killing and 
dismemberment of a young girl 


Does this mean that the American peo- 


ple are losing their reverence for human 
life — that "inalienable right" sainted 200 
years ago in the Declaration of 
Independence? Polls and other surveys 
suggest, unhappily, that it does indeed. 


Of course, nobody has yet polled a 


cross-section of Americans and asked: 
Are you and your neighbors less con- 
cerned about human life than you were 
ten years ago? The surveys in question 
are indirect: They deal with euthanasia, 
capital punishment, suicide, abortion and 
life support But taken together, they add 
up to a portrait of a population losing 
some of its respect for human life. Here 
are the key trends: 


EUTHANASIA: Back in 1950. the 


Gallup Poll found only 36~ of Americans 
agreeing that doctors should have the 
power to end the life of a patient suf- 
fering from an incurable disease even if 


both the patient and his family so 
requested. By 1973. Gallup found 53% 
saving that the doctor should be allowed 
to end the patient's life. 


Newer polls yield even stronger sup- 


port for mercy killing. In early 1975, 
California pollster Mervm Field asked a 
cross-section of that state's people: 
"Should an incurably ill patient have the 
right to refuse medication that may 
prolong his or her life?" Eighty-seven per 
cent said yes, while only 10% said no. 
When the question was changed to 
"Should an incurably ill patient have the 
right to ask for and get medication that 
would painlessly end his or her life?" 
637c said yes. Among persons 18 to 34 
years old. 73^ agreed. And in late 1975, 
NBC News asked a national sample: "Do 
you think doctors should use mechanical 
means to prolong a person's life if there is 
no chance for that person to recover?" 
Only 16% said yes while 72Tc said no

ABORTION: In 1972. according to the 


Harris Poll only 42rc of Americans 
favored legalizing abortion during the 
first three months of pregnancy. By 1873. 
after tbe Supreme Court so held", 52^ 
agreed. By 1975,54^ supported allowing 
abortion during the first trimester. 


CAPITAL PUNISHMENT: The 


Supreme Court is reconsidering death 
penalty arguments, and so are the 
American people. The Gallup Poll found 
that 64^ of our citizens supported the 
death penalty in 1974. up from just 47% 
back in 1957. 


SUICIDE: Writing in the April, 1976, 


issue of Psychology Today, coauthor 
Paul Cameron describes surveying all ar- 
ticles on suicide indexed over tbe past 50 
years in the Reader's Guide to Periodical 
literature. Death, once portrayed as a 
brutal waste, now generally appears in a 
more neutral light, and "some recent ar- 
ticles even present suicide as a good thing 
to do and are written in a manner that 
might encourage the reader to take his 
own life under certain circumstances.'' In 
1975. a majority of Americans under 30 
told Gallup Poll interviewers that in- 
curable disease or even continual pain 
confer a person with the moral right to 
end his life. Changing opinions on 
euthanasia and changing opinions on 
suicide must go hand in band And they 
do.

VIOLENT DEATH: If anybody can 


point to a poll showing public approval of 


killing, I haven't seen "it But if we accept 
movie box office receipts or television 
ratings as quasi-survey evidence, the 
trend is frightening. Inn New York, the 
movie "Snuff' — which purports to show 
a young girl being killed and dis- 
membered — is packing them in; one TV 
network has just shown a two-part 
evening movie based on the Charles Man- 
son murders: Evel Knievel keeps es- 
calating bis violent stunts; and promoters 
are now arranging a "Jaws" inspired 
duel to the death between a man and a 
shark for U.S. closed-circuit television 
audiences. 


Until the Industrial Revolution of the 


late 18th and 19th Centuries, even 
civilized Westerners took life cheaply. 
Not only was slavery legal, but London's 
Tyburn Tree dangled men hung for 
stealing a purse. Then, as daily life 
became easier, respect for life grew. 
From Florence Nightingale to Albert 
Schweitzer, the 19th and 20th Centuries 
honored people wbo devoted themselves 
to saving lives hitherto regarded as cheap. 
Now, 
in the age of wrap-around 


technology and communications, mat 
respect seems to be ebbing.

y ou for n ex t y ear an d wh ich y ou ex ceeded 
th is past week 
.. if we con tin u e at th is 
rate th e state gen eral fu n d bu dget wou ld 
reach $1 billion by th e en d of th e term of 
th e n ex t gov ern or. . . well before th e en d 
of th e cen tu ry , in 19 9 6. th e bu dget wou ld 
reach $10 billion .” 
Ex on told lawmakers h e wan ted th em 
to con sider th ese qu estion s: "Will ev er- 
in creasin g tax es become cu stomary to fu n d 
ev er-greater spen din g in creases0 Sh ou ld 
we n ot giv e at least as mu ch atten tion to 
h oldin g th e lin e (or cu ttin g tax esi as we 
giv e to dev isin g n ew way s to spen d more 
mon ey ?" 
Admittedly , pu t th e gov ern or's way , 
th e projected in crease in th e state gen eral 
fu n d bu dget from abou t $100 million to $10 
billion in th e time period h e u sed is a real 
sh ocker Bu t su ch statistical ex amples are 
mean t to sh ock. Th ey really don t mean 
th at mu ch else. 
Statistics sh ou ld n ot ru le th e decision ­ 
makin g process, We h av e alway s objected 


to th e approach in wh ich bu dgetmakers 
de te rm in e a politica lly a c c e pta b le 
max imu m figu re first an d th en work back 
from it to meet wh atev er n eeds can be met 
with in th at figu re. Wh ere th e people get 
sh ort-ch an ged, wh eth er th ey realize it or 
n ot, is in th e determin in g of wh at is 
politically acceptable. 
Despite th e su perficially alarm in g 
percen tage in creases. Nebraskan s can 't ac­ 
cu se th eir elected officials of bein g wild 
spen ders. Th e ten sion betw een th e 
legislativ e an d ex ecu tiv e bran ch es an d th e 
recogn ition by th e gov ern or an d lawmakers 
of th e basically ’ con serv ativ e n atu re of th eir 
con stitu en ts h as kept state gov ern men t 
h ere operatin g at a modest lev el. We are 
n ot ov erserv ed an d ov ertax ed. Sin ce th e 
time th e du al tax sy stem was implemen ted, 
th e state sales tax h as crept u p a h alf poin t 
an d th e state in come tax h as bou n ced 
arou n d — du e in th e main to sh en an igan s 
by th e State Board of Equ alization — 
between 10% an d 15%; it was at 15% at 
on e poin t in Ex on 's first term an d h as 
retu rn ed to th at lev el. Th e tax rate in ­ 
creases h av e n ot been on a radically sh arp 
u pward cu rv e. 


Nebraskan s apparen tly wan t to bu ild a 
better u n iv ersity ’ sy stem, for ex ample, or 
prov ide for property tax relief an d ex emp­ 
tion s for sev eral classes of citizen s an d th ey 
wan t a decen t lev el of serv ices. In ou r opi­ 
n ion th e gov ern or an d th e Legislatu re in re­ 
cen t y ears h av e don e a reason able job of 
meetin g th ose desires with ou t ru n n in g 
away with th eir spen din g au th ority . 
Th e qu estion th at sh ou ld be pon dered 
does n ot really relate to a specific dollar 
amou n t bu dget in crease or a 15% or 10% or 
12% in come tax rate. Th e qu estion is 
wh eth er or n ot th e qu ality of th e serv ices 
prov ided is worth th e tax sacrifice. Th at is 
wh at th e Legislatu re an d th e gov ern or 
sh ou ld be con cern ed with . 


Trapped By Time 


Un der th e presen t restriction s, we see 
little h ope th at th e Legislatu re will ev er 
solv e th e problem of failin g to get its work 
don e. 
As th e session en ded last week, Lin ­ 
coln Sen . Rolan d Lu edtke said h e wou ld 
ru n for speaker n ex t y ear, an d as did 
retirin g Speaker Ju les Bu rbach . wou ld u se 
a daily agen da to keep th e Un icameral 
mov in g. Bu t h e said h e wou ld like to see 
th e agen da u sed "ev en more effectiv ely . 
Th ere is n o reason to h av e 150 bills left on 
gen eral file" at th e en d of a session . 
Likewise, Lin coln Sen . Sh irley Marsh 
claimed too mu ch time was wasted at th e 
begin n in g of each session . Sen ators sh ou ld 
be qu icker to get down to bu sin ess, sh e 
said. 
Disciplin e is a big problem for th e 
Legislatu re, bu t in try in g to keep to a 
sch edu le, it can 't forget it is a deliberativ e 
body , a sou n din g board, a debatin g society . 


Legislativ e bodies were n ot m ean t to 
be well-oiled mach in es fu n ction in g with 
on e min d an d on e goal: to get to th e en d as 
qu ickly as possible. Th e div ersity of th e 
electorate an d th e n u mber an d complex ity 
of issu es deman din g atten tion do n ot allow 
for a dou bletime march th rou gh th e agen ­ 
da. On ly Sov iet parliamen ts can get away 
with fin ish in g on time. 
Nebraska lawmakers migh t do a better 
job of ten din g to bu sin ess. Bu t th ey are ju st 
as mu ch trapped by th e time limit on 
session s as th ey are by lack of disciplin e. 
Th e an swer is n ot in refu sin g to in ­ 
trodu ce bills (th at migh t look good for a 
sen ator on ce in awh ile, bu t as a gen eral 
ru le it is an abdication of respon sibility ) or 
cu ttin g back on debate too far or h u rry in g 
th rou gh th e agen da ju st for th e sake of 
h u rry in g. Th e an swer is in seekin g pu blic 
approv al of kn ockin g down th e time limits 
on session s.

After 40 day s of circlin g th e issu es, th e 1976 
Legislatu re did its job in th e last 20 day s. 
Wh en it wen t h ome Friday , most 
of its 
major work h ad been completed 
More cou ld h av e been accomplish ed if th e 
first two-th irds of th e session h ad n ot 
wan dered so aimlessly an d so repetitiv ely 
amon g periph eral issu es, leav in g all th at really 
mattered for an oth er day . 


Bu t legislatu res are probably n ot mean t to 
be efficien t operaUon s wh ich make th e best u se 
of th eir time Th ey are. in Nebraska, a gath erin g 
of 49 in depen den t people with th eir own 
priorities an d th eir own wish es. 


Power is amazin gly diffu sed in th e n on - 
partisan Nebraska u n icameral sy stem. With few 
ex ception s, each sen ator sh ares rou gh ly on e- 
forty n in th of th e power. Th at kin d of body is 
n ot easily con trolled — so U it ch ooses to 
wan der, it will wan der. 


With time ru n n in g ou t, sen ators fin ally du g 
in to th e pile of u n fin ish ed bu sin ess, completed 
th eir appropn aUon s du ties (in clu din g a rev iew 
of gu bern atorial v etoes) an d en acted or killed 
most of th eir priority bills. 


You wou ld n ev er call it a session of h istoric 
accomplish men ts — bu t, in th e en d, it did 
stamp itself as a respon sible Legislatu re, willin g 
to pu t in th e lon g h ou rs requ ired to wrap u p 
most of its priority work in th e fin al fou r weeks 
In its last day s, it ev en tu rn ed a little gu tty 
- pu ttin g wh at it con sidered to be th e n eeds of 
th e Un iv ersity of Nebraska ah ead of th e 
politically temptin g prospect of a state in come 
tax cu t. 
An y way , it’s gon e — an d th e n ex t session in 
1977 is likely to be v ery mu ch a n ew Legislatu re 


Th ere will be some n ew faces after n ex t 
Nov ember’s election s. Th e departu re of 
Speaker Ju les Bu rbach sign als th e approach erf 
n ew leadersh ip — alth ou gh Gen e Mah on ey is 
likely to be back as ch airman of th e Legislativ e 
Cou n cil ex ecu tiv e board. 


Th ere may be a wh olesale sh akeu p in th e 
Appropriation s Committee Dick Marv el may 
aban don th e ch airman sh ip to ru n for speaker 
Some oth er committee members appear 
an x iou s to ju mp sh ip. 


On e of th e latter. Harold Simpson , is 
seekin g election to th e Pu blic Serv ice Commis­ 
sion He's at mid-term, an d sh ou ld h e fail, h e is 
likely to be a stron g can didate for speaker 
h imself. 


Mean wh ile, with in th e legislativ e body , th e 
san ds of in div idu al in flu en ce are sh iftin g — as 
th ey alway s do.

An d th e coalition wh ich formed to 
sh ov e a bill to en actmen t or bu ry it immediately 
dissolv es wh en th e n ex t issu e appears, an d 
an oth er qu ite differen t combin ation becomes to 
take sh ape. 


Sort» sen ators h ad a particu larly good ses­ 
sion . On e of th em wou ld be Loran Sch mit.

Qu in lan s paren ts termin ate h er life su p­ 
port if doctors agree Pu blic su pport for 
th e death pen alty is growin g. New 
Yorkers are flockin g to see "Sn u ff.” a 
mov ie pu rportin g to sh ow th e killin g an d 
dismembermen t of a y ou n g girl. 


Does th is mean th at th e American peo­ 
ple are losin g th eir rev eren ce for h u man 
life — th at "in alien able righ t" salu ted 200 
y ears ago in th e D eclaration of 
In depen den ce? Polls an d oth er su rv ey s 
su ggest, u n h appily , th at it does in deed. 


Of cou rse, n obody h as y et polled a 
cross-section of American s an d asked 
Are y ou an d y ou r n eigh bors less con ­ 
cern ed abou t h u man life th an y ou were 
ten y ears ago? Th e su rv ey s in qu estion 
are in direct: Th ey deal with eu th an asia, 
capital pu n ish men t, su icide, abortion an d 
life su pport. Bu t taken togeth er, th ey add 
u p to a portrait of a popu lation losin g 
some of its respect for h u man life. Here 
are th e key tren ds; 
EUTHANASIA: Back in 19 50. th e 
Gallu p Poll fou n d on ly 36% of American s 
agreein g th at doctors sh ou ld h av e th e 
power to en d th e life of a patien t su f­ 
ferin g from an in cu rable disease ev en if 


both th e patien t an d h is family so 
requ ested. By 1973. Gallu p fou n d 53% 
say in g th at th e doctor sh ou ld be allowed 
to en d th e patien t's life. 
Newer polls y ield ev en stron ger su p­ 
port for mercy killin g. In early 1975, 
Californ ia pollster Merv in Field asked a 
cross-section of th at state's people: 
‘ Sh ou ld an in cu rably ill patien t h av e th e 
righ t to refu se medication th at may 
prolon g h is or h er life?” Eigh ty -sev en per 
cen t said y es, wh ile on ly 10% said n o. 
Wh en th e qu estion was ch an ged to 
"Sh ou ld an in cu rably ill patien t h av e th e 
n gh t to ask for an d get medication th at 
wou ld pain lessly en d h is or h er life?” 
63% said y es Amon g person s 18 to 34 
y ears old. 73% agreed An d in late 19 75, 
NBC News asked a n ation al sample: “Do 
y ou th in k doctors sh ou ld u se mech an ical 
mean s to prolon g a person 's life if th ere is 
n o ch an ce for th at person to recov er?” 
On ly 16% said y es wh ile 72% said n o.

prepared a 135-page report 
which dealt not only with com- 
petence but with long 
explanations of Miss Hearst's 
behavior during her months as a 
fugitive, the Tunes said.

The Times accoun t said a 
Un iversity of Californ ia at Los 
An geles psychiatrist. Louis J. 
West, played a major role in 
developin g the defen se strategy 
used by attorn eys F. Lee Bailey 
an d Albert John son . 
West was on e of the psy­ 
chiatrists ordered by U.S. 
District Judge Oliver J. Carter to 
examin e Miss Hearst to deter­ 
min e her competen ce to stan d 
trial. 
Before the trial began . West 
prepared a 135-page report 
w'hich dealt n ot on ly with com- 
pe te n c e 
b ut 
w ith

explan ation s of Miss Hearst s 
behavior durin g her mon ths as a 
fugitive, the Times said.

"1 thin k myself that’s the best 
explan ation for what happen ed.

Does 
that soun d logical to you?" West 
asked. 
Miss Hearst did n ot respon d 
verbally, an d West added: “ You 
have some problems with it, 
though." 
“Yes. uh . . . (it) just doesn ’t 
get rid of everythin g,” she said, 
then paused an d sighed, 
West con tacted Miss Hearst's 
paren ts between the time of her 
kidn ap an d arrest, expressin g 
sympathy. He was the first 
defen se witn ess an d stayed in 
court durin g the en tire trial. He 
occasion ally visited the family 
outside of court. 
The Times also said Miss

MINOT, N.D, (AP) - Hun ­ 
dreds of volun teers, bolstered by 
Nation al Guard troops, con ­ 
tin ued their aroun d-the-clock ef­ 
forts Sun day in an attempt to 
hold back the predicted record 
rises in the Souris River. 
More than 12,000 person s, 
about on e-third of Min ot’s pop­ 
ulation , packed clothes, fur­ 
n iture an d other person al 
belon gin gs in to an ythin g with 
wheels in an attempt to meet 
Thursday’s evacuation deadlin e. 
“We kn ow it’s comin g, an d 
this is just the period of 
waitin g,” said Mayor Chester 
Reiten . "I’m still reason ably 
con fiden t we can hold the water 
in the dikes.” 
The flood would be the fourth 
to hit the city in the last seven 
years, an d the residen ts have 
been through the trials of 


movin g in past years. The Souris 
win ds through Min ot, which is 
n estled between two hills. 
“This is it for me," said on e 
residen t as he surveyed the 
water lappin g at the dikes. “I’m 
going to move up tn e hill. I don ’t 
wan t to, but I’m going to." 
However, man y of the citizen s 
forced to leave their homes are 
goin g about their work with 
quiet resign ation . 
“You probably thin k we're all 
pretty stupid stayin g down here 
year after year,” said Jim Lar­ 
son as he packed a truck with 
furn iture.

Many may switch 
to grain sorghum as a safer crop 
in case the irrigation season 
promises to be delayed or entire- 
ly dry. 


Normally, a single storm 


wouldn't affect national grain 
prices, but this is an important 
irrigated corn area involving 
nearly half a million acres of 
high-producing land. At least 
10% of the land involved is un- 
likely to have power in time for 
irrigating the 1976 crop.

"The human nose is still the 


best indicator of an odor. Even 
the scentometer is really just a 
glass box that depends on a 
human with a sense of smell as 
an indicator," said Professor 
Conrad Gilbertson, an 
agriculture engineer with the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture 
Agriculture Research Service. 


Gilbertson is stationed at the 


University of Nebraska with a 
primary job of finding ways to 
control pollution problems 
related to livestock waste. 


Gilbertson is testing commer- 


cially available products that are 
supposed to suppress the odor of 
livestock manure. 


Secretaries, staff people and 


any visitors who happen to come 
into the agricultural engineering 
building on the NU East Campus 
are recruited for the nose testing 
session. 


These sniff panels have com- 


pleted three series of tests with 
some interesting results 


"We found that there was no 


apparent differences in the abili- 
ty of smokers and non-smokers 
to detect odors," he said.

While Hens

If the hen put all her eggs in 


one basket, the egg might never 
have become the prime symbol 
of Easter. 


In fact, if the little hen didn't 


actually lay more eggs in the 
spring of the year, the 40" in- 
creased demand for eggs the 
week before Easter might never 
be met and some baskets might 
go unfilled. 


Although it might not be nice 


to fool Mother Nature, the 
poultry industry sometimes has 
to fool the hen with lighting 
tricks in order to meet the year- 
round demands for eggs. But 
spring with its added daylight 
hours automatically increases 
egg production. 


Doyle H. Free, general 


manager of Nebraska Poultry In- 
dustries, Inc., said he didn't 
think there is ever a time when 
food supply will be in perfect 
balance with demand, so the in- 
d ustry must adjust its processing 
accordingly. 


In the week before Easter, ac- 


cording to a 10-year study, egg 
sales are boosted 41% over the 
average: in the week prior to 
that sales are up 14%. 


However, the week after 


Easter, the study shows the 
skyrocketing demand plunges to 
20'? below the average. 


As in afl commodities, supply 


and demand affect the price, and 
eggs, which are in less demand 
and better supply between 
Easter and Memorial Day, are 
usually cheapest during that 
period. 


During periods of great supply 


and little demand, more of the 
eggs are further processed into 
cake mixes and other prepared 
and convenience foods, while 
during peak usage periods such 
as Easter, the eggs are reverted 
to shell egg usage.

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Tips On Cooking, Peeling Hard-Boiled Eggs

If you've struggled to peel the 


shell from a hard-cooked egg 
without damaging the egg itself, 
here's a simple tip! 


Before hard-cooking the egg, 


merely puncture the large end of 
the egg with a thumbtack to 
separate the membrane from the 
shell during cooking and allow 
the shell to peel away easily. 


If eggs are very fresh, this 


method makes shelling much 
easier. Also, if the eggs are 
cooked promptly and thoroughly 


in cold water after cooking, the 
shells will be much easier to 
remove. This cooling method 
also prevents dark surfaces on 
egg yolks. 


To avoid the gray-green dis- 


coloration of egg yolks, caused 
by the chemical reaction of iron 
in the yolk and hydrogen sul- 
tide from the sulfur in the white, 
avoid overcooking at too high a 
temperature and plunge the 
cooked egg immediately into 
cold water. 


Hard cooked eggs are never 


boiled and should be cooked at a 
temperature just below the 


boiling point of water - 185 to 
194 degrees F. 


Cooking eggs at high 


temperatures or for too long a 
time at any temperature also 
causes the protein of egg whites 
to shrink, lose moisture and 
become rubbery. 


Here 
are

recommended methods for 
successfully hard-cooking eggs: 


BOILING WATER METHOD 
1. Prick large end of shell with 


thumbtack. 


2. Place cold eggs in dish of 


lukewarm water to prevent 


cracked shells. 


3. Bring water in saucepan to 


rapid boiling, using enough 
water to come one inch above 
eggs. 


4. Transfer eggs from warm 


water to boiling water with 
spoon. 


5. Reduce heat to keep water 


below simmering and hold for 20 
minutes. 


6. Cool eggs promptly and 


thoroughly in cold water. (This 
makes the shells easier to 
remove and helps prevent dark 
surface -on yolks.) 


COLD WATER METHOD 


1. Prick large ends of shells 


with thumbtack. 


2. Cover eggs in pan with 


enough water to come at least 
one inch above the eggs. 


3. Bring rapidly to boiling. 
4. Turn off beat or set pan off 


unit to prevent further boiling. 


5. Cover and let stand in hot 


water for 15 minutes. 


6. Cool immediately and 


thoroughly in cold water. (This 
makes shells easier to remove 
and helps prevent dark surface 
on yolks.) 


Eggs Can Be Dyed In Onion Skins 


If you'd like to try a different method of 


dyeing Easter eggs, you might cook the eggs 
with onion skins or grass wrapped around the 
shells. 


Latvians use either yellow or red onion 


skins, or a combination of both, for a wider 
range of color for dyeing their eggs. 


Merely wrap skins around each of the eggs 


in a small piece of cloth such as a piece of an old 
bed sheet, tie up the wrapped egg and hard cook 
as you would any egg. 


To insure ease in peeling the skins from the 


eggs after they are cooked, rinse them in cool 
water and set aside to dry. 


Throughout Bohemia, Moravia and 


Slovakia, the eggs are dyed in this manner and 
then painted with a variety of subjects ranging 
from nature to religious motifs.

If you’ve struggled to peel the 
shell from a hard-cooked egg 
without damaging the egg itself, 
here’s a simple tip! 


Before hard-cooking the egg, 
merely puncture the large end of 
the egg with a thumbtack to 
separate the membrane from the 
shell during cooking and allow 
the shell to peel away easily. 


If eg{£ are very fresh, this 
method makes shelling much 
easier. Also, if the eggs are 
cooked promptly and thoroughly 


in cold water after cooking, the 
shells will be much easier to 
remove. This cooling method 
also prevents dark surfaces on 
egg yolks. 
To avoid the gray-green dis­ 
coloration of egg yolks, caused 
by the chemical reaction of iron 
in the yolk and hydrogen sul- 
tide trom the sulfur in the white, 
avoid overcooking at too high a 
temperature and plunge the 
cooked egg immediately into 
cold water. 
Hard cooked eggs are never 
boiled and should be cooked at a 
temperature just below the 


boiling point of water — 185 to 
194 degrees F. 
Cooking eggs at high 
temperatures or for too long a 
tin«; at any temperature also 
causes the protein of egg whites 
to shrink, lose moisture and 
become rubbery. 
H ere 
are 
the 
two 
recommended methods for 
successfully hard-cooking eggs; 


BOILING WATER METHOD 
1. Prick large end of shell with 
thumbtack. 
2. Place cold eggs in dish of 
lukewarm water to prevent 


cracked shells. 
3. Bring water in saucepan to 
rapid boiling, using enough 
water to come one inch above 
eggs. 


4. Transfer eggs from warm 
water to boiling water with 
spoon. 
5. Reduce heat to keep water 
below simmering and hold for 20 
minutes. 


6. Cool eggs promptly and 
thoroughly in cold water. (This 
makes the shells easier to 
remove and helps prevent dark 
surface on yolks.) 


COLD WATER METHOD 


1. Prick large ends of shells 
with thumbtack. 
2. Cover eggs in pan with 
enough water to come at least 
one inch above the eggs. 
3. Bring rapidly to boiling. 
4. Turn off heat or set pan off 
unit to prevent further boiling. 
5. Cover and let stand in hot 
water for 15 minutes. 
6. Cool immediately and 
thoroughly in cold water. (This 
makes shells easier to remove 
and helps prevent dark surface 
on yolks.) 


Eggs Ca n Be Dy e d In Onion Skins 


If you'd like to try a different method of 
dyeing Easter eggs, you might cook the eggs 
with onion skins or grass WTapped around the 
shells. 
Latvians use either yellow or red onion 
skins, or a combination of both, for a wider 
range of color for dyeing their eggs. 
Merely wrap skins around each of the eggs 
in a small piece of cloth such as a piece of an old 
bed sheet, tie up the wrapped egg and hard cook 
as you would any egg. 


To insure ease in peeling the skins from the 
eggs after they are cooked, rinse them in cool 
water and set aside to dry. 
Throughout Bohemia, Moravia and 
Slovakia, the eggs are dyed in this manner and 
then painted with a variety of subjects ranging 
from nature to religious motifs. 
In Czechoslovakia the custom is to don 
native costumes and the women give their 
favorite "kraslice” or decorated Easter egg to 
their favorite friends of the opposite sex.

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Waterproofing Claims Phony

If you spent some $1000 for basement 


waterproofing and have the makings of 
a swimming pool' in your basement, you 
may be able to do nothing but tread water 
with your 10-year guarantee 


The Nebraska Consumer Protection 


Division of the State Attorney General s 
office and the Cornhusker Better 
Business Bureau warn Nebraskans to be 
on the lookout for fraudulent basement 
waterproofing operations which begin to 
make their appearances with spring rains 


Both offices already this year have 


received complaints on such companies, 
and some of the firms which mis 
represented their work and guarantee to 
Nebraskans in the last two vears are now 
out of business the customers are left 
holding a worthless 10 year-guarantee 
along with a swimming pool in their 
basements 


An action brought by the Consumer 


Protection Division is also pending in 
Lancaster District Court against a firm 
which has since gone bankrupt, and that 
office is investigating other questionable 
operations circulating throughout the 
state 


Attorney General Paul Douglas advises 


consumers to be careful when contracting 
with waterproofing companies and to 
contact the Consumer Protection Divi- 
sion of his office if problems arise 


The Better Business 
Bureau 


recommends verifying the expenences-of 
local customers and checking that office 
for information on the firm 


In some localities waterproofing firms 


have gone out of business or closed their 
local branches, rendering their 
guarantees worthless according to the 
Better Business Bureau 


Several complaints against three firms 


on file and under investigation by the 
Consumer Protection Division show that 
all involve the use of pressure pumping or 
"no digging ' methods of basement 
waterproofing 


One complaint, for example, alleged 


that the homeowner signed a contract for 
basement waterproofing at a cost of $1,- 
300 The project was begun one day, and 
the following day it rained resulting in 
"more water in the basement than it had 
ever had before ' 


The homeowner alleged that the firm 


was called, and within a week the com- 
pany workmen returned and did the work 
over but during this time the company 
had compressor trouble resulting in "too 
much pressure being placed on my base- 
ment wall causing the wall to push in- 
ward ' 


According to the complaint, the com- 


pany assured the homeowner 
that 


everything would be fine but the next 
time it rained we had the makings of a 
swi mming pool in the basement and the 
water 
literally gushed through the 


walls 


Efforts to have the company repair the 


walls and stop the leaks were in vain so 
the homeowner hired a construction firm 
to repair the damage 


In the pending court action the Con- 


sumer Protection Division alleges that 
the defendant Hydro-Tech Systems, Inc, 
engaged in unfair and deceptive practices 
in violation of the Consumer Protection 
Act 


Specifically, the suit charges that the 


firm deceptively advertised and 
represented that bentomte pressure 
pumping process would effectively 
eliminate basement water leakage in 
most basements, and that the basement 
water leakage could be cured effectively 
without removal of dirt from the exterior 
walls and additional'construction work 


The firm allegedly used a guarantee 


which it has refused and failed to honor 
and which contains conditions and 
restrictions which reduce the guarantee 
' to a mere sham,' according to the peti- 
tion 


The Council for Better Business 


Bureaus Inc has issued a report on base- 
ment waterproofing by soil injection 


methods which states that one popular 
post-construction waterproofing method 
is to pumo a sodium bentomte slurry into 
the soil adjacent to the foundation 


Unless the soil s composition or 


chemistry neutralizes it, the bentomte 
should swell to many times its dry 
volume, filling cracks where water has 
found access to the basement interior, 
but undetected underground barriers 
such as rocks, wood, etc , can seriously 
impair the effective use of this com- 
pound 


The skill of the engineer directing the 


injection operation has a strong bearing 
on the success of the venture 


Sodium bentomte injection may prove 


ineffective in compacted clay because 
such soils may resist the forming of an 
effective water barrier and in certain 
areaSjthe chemical content of the soil 
may neutralize bentomte s swelling and 
sealing properties 


Because of the growing problem with 


basement 
waterproofing 
misrepresen- 


tations to consumers, some states have 
adopted laws specifically regulating these 
operations 


For example, Wiconsin has adopted 


legislation regulating the advertising and 
use of ineffective waterproofing methods 


The Wisconsin law specifies that 


pressure pumping "no digging methods 
can only be used in connection with a 
favorable analysis by a professional 
engineer 


One of the operations under investiga- 


tion in Nebraska requires that a 90-day 
period pass before any reservicing is 
done, and a large percentage of in- 
dividuals who have purchased the com- 
pany s services have had no success in the 
firm s return to remedy continuing base- 
ment water leakage problems 


The Nebraska Consumer Protection

Floyd Displays Masterful Record 


AUGUSTA, Ga. (AP) -Doubtnever 


entered the mind of Raymond Floyd. 


"Realistically, 1 knew I had it won last 


night," the husky guy said after his easy, 
front-running, never-challenged victory 
Sunday in the 40th Master Golf Cham- 
pionship. 


"I knew it was over. 
"All I had to do was walk the golf 


course and not get hurt. 


"My goal was to have a good round. 
"I honestly believed, when I came to 


the golf course this morning, that it was 
over. But I didn't want to do it sloppily. 
By that I mean I wanted to shoot par or 
under par. 


"I'm pleased with the way I played 


because I was in control all the way. I 
didn't let the bogeys bother me. I felt in 
total control at all times. And I ac- 
complished my goal. 


"The round of 70 was as good as any I'd 


shot this week." 


It brought him home an uncontested 


eight-shot winner in perhaps the easiest 
Masters victory of all time, one com- 
pletely devoid of excitement or suspense, 
one dedicated to the struggle for second 
place. 


"Ray was just unbeatable," said Ben 


Crenshaw, who eventually claimed that 
position. "The third round was crucial. 
Nobody made a move at him. Today, we 
were just playing for second place."

bachelor playboy turned solid, sober

AUGUSTA, Ga. (AP) - Ray 


Floyd said Sunday he is ready 
"to get on with the program and 
win some tournaments" be- 
cause "I'm tired of being a me- 
diocre player." 
' 


He wasn't mediocre during the 


40th Masters Golf Cham- 
pionship. 


He was more like incred- 


ible—walking away from an el- 
ite international field to win this 
prestigious event by a whopping 
eight shots and equal the tourna- 
ment record with a 17-under-par 
271. 


Floyd, 33. an avid baseball fan, 


knew he had it won when he left 
the picturesque Augusta 
National Golf Club course Sat- 
urday night with an eight-shot 
edge after three rounds. 


"I honestly believed the tour- 


nament was over," he said. "But 
I didn't want to do it sloppily. I 
wanted to shoot par or better." 


He did, Floyd fashioned a two- 


under-par 70—calling it as good 
a round as he had in the tourna- 
ment because of the conditions, 
swirling 15-25 mile per hour 
winds that offered a trea- 
cherous path to victory despite 
the huge lead. 


"I did think about the record 


after my birdie at 15," he said. 
"I knew it was over, that I just 
had to walk the last three holes 
and not get hurt." 


Floyd, the 1969 PGA national 


champion, thus collected the se- 
cond major title qf his career. He 
said be also would like to cap- 
ture the other two tournaments 
that compose the Grand Slam of 
golf-the U.S. and British 
Opens. 


"That sure would be nice," he 


said. "That will certainly be on 
my mind when I go to those. But 
the mast important thing to me 
right now is not the U. S. Open 
or the British Open. It's the 
Tournament of Champions." 
That's the next one—in Cali- 


fornia next week. And Floyd cer- 
tainly must rank among the 
favorites in that limited field of 
22 players because of he way he 
handled the select opposition 
here. 


"I'm just so pleased because I 


was in control," he said. 


family man, started the final round an im- 
posing eight strokes in front. No one ever 
got closer than seven shots. His winning 
margin was one short of the Masters 
record- but it couldn't have been easier. 


"With that big lead, I honestly felt 


nobody could catch me, no matter what 
they shot," he said. "If I played par golf, 
Jack (Nicklaus) would have to shoot 63 
and I didn't think this course would yield 
that score on Sunday." 


Floyd claimed his major title with a 271 


total, 17 under par and matching the tour- 
nament record for 72 holes set by Nick- 
laus in 1965. 


It was a rout. 
Only handsome young Ben 


Crenshaw—who gave a flock of giggling 
girls a little thrill when he hiked his 
britches above his knees to wade into the 
pond on the 16th hole— could generate 
any challenge at all and that was much 
too little, much too late. 


All other would-be contenders, in- 


cluding mighty Jack Nicklaus, simply 
couldn't get anything going in the gusty, 
shifting winds that swirled through-the 
tops of the towering trees that crown the 
rolling hills of the Augusta National Golf 
Club course. 


No one ever got closer than seven 


strokes and it was nothing more than a 
fight for second place all day long. 


Even Crenshaw, who eventually 


claimed that position with a late burst, 
admitted, "I was free-wheeling, just 
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playing for second." 


Crenshaw's five-under-par 67 was the 


best round of the windy day, the best 
Masters round of his young career and got 
him in with a 279 total, good enough to 
win most Masters' but far, far back in se- 
cond this year. 


Nicklaus, who scored his record fifth 


Masters victory last season and was an 
overwhelming favorite to do it again, and 
the happy-go-lucky longshot Ziegler were 
tied for third at 282. Ziegler matched par 
72. Nicklaus, who acknowledged a stan- 
ding ovation on the final hole with a wave 
of his putter and a wry smile, shot 73. 


Former Masters champion Charles 


Coody, former U. S. Open champion Hale 
Irwin, and Tom Kite, a one-time team- 
mate of Crenshaw's at the University of 
Texas, were next at 285. Coody shot a 74, 
Kite 73, Irwin 70. 


But none of them ever got close to 


Floyd, who became only the fourth man 
to lead— without being tied—for all four 
rounds of this tournament. The others 
were Craig Wood in 1941, Arnold Palmer 
in 1960 and Nicklaus in 1972. 


Floyd was simply overpowering against 


the select, invitational, international 
field. He put himself out of their reach 
with earlier rounds of 65, 66 and 70, set- 
ting a couple of records along the way. 


Tom Weiskopf, a four-time runner-up 


in the Masters, went to a 74 and was 17 
strokes back at 288. 


Gary Player, a two-time champion, 


and Lee Trevino, who wants so 
desperately to win this last leg on a career 
Grand Slam, were at 295-24 strokes off 
the pace. Player struggled to a 79, 
Trevino to 76. 


Johnny Miller never got in contention. 


He closed with 75-293. 


Hubert Green," winner of three in a 


row coming here and a challenger briefly 
during the third round, went to a 77-292. 


It was a run-away, recordsetting rout 


all the way for the chunky man who once 
contemplated a pro baseball career, 
didn't even particularly like golf, ad- 
mittedly "played without purpose for five 
years" after winning the 1969 PGA na- 
tional championship and then turned 
around his life and his game with his 
marriage three years ago. 


Floyd didn't clinch it until Sunday. 
But he had it won in the third round 


Saturday. A gambling shot—"probably a 
lot more than just a little gamble," he 
said — with key being a new five- 
wood club he had built especially for this 
storied old tournament. 


It set up a birdie on the 13th hole of the 


third round, a crucial turning point for 
Floyd who called the 220 yard shot off a 
bad lie "my round." 


He should have called it "my tour- 


nament." From that point on, it was just 
a matter of finishing out the tournament, 
donning the size 44 regular green jacket 
and counting up the records.

AUGUSTA, Ga. (UPI) - It 


wasn't that Ray Floyd didn't 
want to break the Masters 
record. It was just that he was so 
far ahead he couldn't get the 
adrenelin flowing. 


' 'I was very much aware of the 


record," Floyd said Sunday after 
shooting a 17-under-par 271, 
tying the record Jack Nicklaus 
set in the 1965 Masters. 


"I had a number of chances, 


but I just couldn't bring it off. I 
lipped out a birdie putt at 13 and 
just missed another at 18." 


It was easy to see why Floyd 


couldn't get charged up Sunday. 
He started the day eight strokes 
ahead of Nicklaus, his nearest 
contender, and actually moved 
10 strokes ahead of the field 
when he ran home a birdie putt 
at the par-five, 12th hole. 


Another birdie at 15, the first 


par five he birdied the entire day 
after having made 11 birdies 
and an eagle on the 12 par fives 
the first three days, tied 
Nicklaus' record and gave Floyd 
the final eight-stroke lead he 
finished 
with over Ben 


Crenshaw, who was a surprise 
second place finisher. 


Floyd said the secret of his 


success in the Masters was his 
play on the par fives. 


"That was my game plan," he 


said. "I figured the way the 
course was playing that if I hit 
the ball well I'd have a chance to 
birdie all of them. It worked out 
that way the first three days, but 
I wasn't able to pull it off today. 


"I didn't really have very good 


chances for birdies on the two 
par fives on the front nine," said 
Floyd. "But, I really thought I 
had the one at 13 where I lipped 
out." 


Floyd said he hadn't had time 


to think about winning the 
Masters, his first major cham- 
pionship since he won the PGA 
seven years ago. 


"I guess it will hit me 


tonight," he said. "I expect I'll 
be up all night." 


Although no one else consid- 


ered him a contender in this 
year's Masters, Floyd said he 
came into the tournament 
thinking be might have a 
chance.

Wide Spectrum 


The range of motorcycles is as wide as the people who ride 


them. Mini-bikes (less than 100 cubic centimeters). 100 cc, 125 cc, 
250 cc and open (over 250cc) are divided into classes based on the 
amount of experience and talent of the individual rider. Ages of the 
riders range from 4 to 45. 


"The only requirements the riders have to meet are having a 


helmet, boots, gloves and a tremendous amount of energy," said 
Boston, who owns and operates a cycle shop in Crete.

DARLINGTON, S. C. (AP) - 


David Pearson used new-found 
power to run away from Buddy 
Baker for victory in Sunday's 
20th annual Rebel 500, a de- 
struction derby that might have 
ended on a tragic note, but for a 
heroic act by Dale Inman. 


Inman, crew chief for Rich- 


ard Petty, rushed to the aid of 
rookie Jerry Sisco, whose 
Chevrolet crashed into 
the 


straightaway wall and burst into 
flames. Inman ran onto the 
track and pulled the dazed driver 
to safety as fire crews arrived on 
the scene. 


It was the first fire in recent 


memory on a National Associ- 
ation of Stock Car Auto Racing 
Grand National car, which are 
equipped with almost inde- 


structible fuel cells. However, 
another one ruptured, without a 
fire, last month on Petty's car in 
a crash at Bristol, Tenn. 


Sisco's wreck was the worst of 


several pileups that helped slow 
Baker's average speed of 122.973 
miles per hour. 


Baker, in the lead early in the 


race, suffered considerable front 
end damage on his car in a four- 
car pileup. After a quick pit stop, 
he was back in the hunt, going as 
fast as before, and looked a sure 
winner until the last pit stop. 


The constant caution periods 


through the first half of the race 
kept the leaders fairly close. But 
Baker's superior speed put his 
challengers farther and farther 
behind, as few problems slowed 
the later stages.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - Outfielder Reggie Jackson 


turned down a three-year, $525,000 offer from Oakland A's 
owner Charles 0. Finley before he was traded to the 
Baltimore Orioles, the San Francisco Examiner reported 
Sunday. 


Finley, hospitalized in Chicago for possible back surgery, 


told the newspaper in a telephone interview that Jackson 
.demanded $750,000 for the three-year period. 


"I offered him a three-year contract calling for $150,000 


the first year, $175,000 the second and $200,000 the third 
year," said the controversial Finley. 


F i n l e y claimed Jackson seemed pleased with the offer. 


But later, Finley said, Jackson's agent Gary Walker called 
him back "with a condition to add to it." 


"He said Jackson would sign provided I included an addi- 


tional $75,000 on a deferred basis, payable 10 years from 


, now," Finley said. "You may think I'm kidding, but I'm not. 


That's what he wanted." 


Finley said he felt his original offer "was more than fair." 
"After all, Jackson hit only .250 last year. He is no super- 


. star except in his eyes." 


Jackson was placed on Baltimore's disqualified list Friday 


after failing to appear for the Oriole's opening game with the 
Boston Red Sox. Jackson had said that he wants to play for 
Baltimore but at a higher salary than the estimated $140,000 
he was paid last year by the A's. 


Baltimore General Manager Hank Peters said the dis- 


qualified status would be removed as soon as Jackson re- 
ports to the club. But as of Sunday, the Orioles said Jackson 
had not given any indication when he would report.
